The Library recently 
acquired an extremely 
rare 16th-century treatise 
on bits and horsemanship 
illustrated with 128 
woodcut engravings. 
Grilndtlicher Bericht des 
Zeumens (A Compre¬ 
hensive Treatise on 
Bitting), by Georg Engel¬ 
hard von Ldhneysen, was 
published in 1588 and 
complements the NSL's 
collection of early modern 
books on horsemanship. 

Ldhneysen (1552-1622) 
simultaneously pursued 
some of fhe mosf impor- 
fanf fechnological and 
culfural manifesfafions of 
fhe period, namely min¬ 
ing, printing, horseman¬ 
ship, fhe education of 
princes, and fhe celebra¬ 
tion of courf life. Firsf as a 
horse-frainer and fhen 
also fhe courf masfer of ceremonies, 
Ldhneysen served Augusf, fhe 
Prince Elector of Saxony, from 1575 
to 1589 af fhe electoral courf in 
Dresden. When Augusf's son-in- 
law Heinrich Julius, Duke of 
Braunschweig and Luneburg, 
acceded fo fhe Duchy of 
Wolfenbuffel in 1589, he appointed 
Ldhneysen as his ducal equerry and 
sfable-masfer. Ldhneysen held fhis 
position af fhe courf of Wolfenbuffel 
also under Heinrich Julius' son and 
successor, Frederick Ulrich and 
until his own deafh in 1622. In 1594, 
Ldhneysen was given a second 
position, as fhe overseer of fhe 
ducal mines. 

Ldhneysen's literary activities 
were facilifafed by fhe complefe 
printing workshop he assembled 
and mainfained in his counfry resi¬ 
dence oufside Remlingen. He pub¬ 


lished freafises on diverse topics, 
from fhe operation of mines fo fhe 
educafion of princes. 

His work Della cavalleria (On 
Horsemanship) (1609 and 1610), held 


by fhe NSL, is an enor¬ 
mous, richly illusfrafed 
book in two volumes. It 
combines Ldhneysen's 
interests in horsemanship, 
princely education, and 
court culture as all three 
areas are discussed in 
detail. Grilndtlicher Bericht 
des Zeumens precedes Della 
cavalleria, is less well- 
known and focuses almosf 
exclusively on biffing. 
However, fhe Grilndtlicher 
Bericht is in ifself an 
exfremely imporfanf book. 
If belongs fo a small and 
exclusive group of large- 
formaf, densely illusfrafed 
bif-books fhaf were pro¬ 
duced in Germany 
fowards fhe end of fhe 
16fh cenfury. Ldhneysen's 
freafise is fruly oufsfand- 
ing in ferms of fhe system¬ 
atic and fhorough presen- 
fafion of written informafion and fhe 
extensive number of illusfrafions— 
398 difterenf kinds of bifs are repre¬ 
sented!

NSL Remembers Peter Winants 

Pefer Winanfs, a man who loved sporf, sporting liferafure and arf, died May 
18, following a long illness. He was 82. 

Mr. Winanfs, of Recforfown, Va., was born in Baltimore, Md., July 21,1926, 
son of Garef Winanfs and Frances Leigh Bonsai Winanfs. His fafher died when 
he was age 5, and his mofher lafer married renowned Maryland horseman, S. 
Bryce Wing. 

Mr. Winanfs grew up immersed in Maryland's sporting communify. As a 
boy, he wifnessed fhe mafch race af Pimlico Race Course befween Seabiscuif 
and War Admiral in 1938. He foxhunted wifh fhe Elkridge-Harford Hunf in 
Balfimore Counfy and rode in amafeur sfeeplechase meefs. 

Mr. Winanfs affended Princefon Universify where he befriended fhe lafe 
George L. Ohrsfrom Jr., who lafer became fhe owner of The Chronicle of the 
Horse. ,

Mr. Winants served in the Army 
during World War II and later dur¬ 
ing the Korean War when he trained 
as a paratrooper. 

In 1956, Mr. Winants was 
married to Rosemary 
Margaret Winants until her 
death in 2002. They had four 
children together, and later 
two of fheir sons. Refer 
Winanfs Jr. and Garef 
"Woods" Winanfs became 
amafeur sfeeplechase riders. 

Affer fhe Korean War, he 
boughf a sfore in Balfimore 
wifh his brofher, fhe lafe 
Garef Winanfs, and also 
became inferesfed in photog¬ 
raphy. He sfarfed ouf doing 
porfraifs and wedding pho¬ 
tography buf fumed fo his 
frue love of phofographing 
all fhings equine. His horse 
racing and sfeeplechasing 
photographs were famous 
for capfuring fhe action like 
never before, using telepho¬ 
to lenses, according fo 
award-winning phofogra- 
pher, H. Douglas Lees III. 

"He was so good abouf 
encouraging people," said 
Lees, who remarked on Mr. 
Winanfs loaning him an 
expensive felephofo lens 
when he was beginning his 
own career in photography 

Longfime friend Beau Williams 
of Balfimore, Md., recalls fhaf Refer 
firsf learned phofography in his 
30's. "To my knowledge, up fo fhaf 
poinf he had never faken a picfure," 
Williams said. "He sfarfed faking 
picfures of races and fhe jumps and 
would sell fhem fo The Maryland 
Horse and fhen gof info conforma¬ 
tion picfures...and here was a guy 
who had never had any fraining, 
buf he did beaufifully. 

Mr. Winanfs freelanced for The 
Maryland Horse covering evenfs and 
phofographing sfallions af breeding 
farms for ads. He followed fhe 
remarkable sfeeplechase horse. Jay 
Trump, and his career wifh his cam¬ 
era as fhe rags-fo-riches horse won 
fhe English Grand National and fhe 
Maryland Hunf Cup in 1965, a feaf 
no ofher horse had accomplished. 


On fhe refurn from England, Mr. 
Winanfs wrofe an article on Jay 
Trump which The Maryland Horse 
published, fhus branching ouf info 
journalism. In 1966 he published his 
firsf book Jay Trump: A Steeplechasing 
Saga. 

In 1972, Mr. Winanfs was hired as 


editorial assisfanf af The Chronicle of 
the Horse, and in 1975, George 
Ohrsfrom named him publisher/ 
editor. Mr. Winanfs updafed fhe 
weekly equesfrian publication, 
while still also writing, edifing, and 
phofographing. He published his 
second book fhrough The Chronicle 
in 1988, Flatterer: A Story of a 
Steeplechase Champion. He fraveled 
fhroughouf fhe U.S. and Brifain pho¬ 
fographing and writing profiles of 
foxhunfs for The Chronicle. 

In 1991, Mr. Winanfs hired Roberf 
Banner, Jr., from Equus magazine fo 
replace himself as publisher af The 
Chronicle, and was named direcfor of 
fhe National Sporting Library. 
During his fenure, fhe Library 
acquired fwo major collecfions, fhe 
Jolm H. and Marfha Daniels collec¬ 
tion of 5,000 sporfing books, and fhe 


von Hunersdorf collection of 16fh fo 
19fh cenfury equesfrian books. In 
fhe mid-1990s, plans were made and 
carried ouf fo consfrucf a new build¬ 
ing fo house fhe NSL's growing col- 
lecfion. In 1998, he retired as direcfor 
of fhe NSL. Mr. Winanfs served on 
fhe Board of Direcfors of fhe NSL 
1991-2005, fhen honorary 
2 director unfil his deafh. 
t Nancy Rarsons, Rresidenf 
S and CEO of fhe Nafional 
Sporfing Library, said, 
"Refer Winanfs embodied in 
his life much of whaf fhe 
Library represenfs. A schol¬ 
ar and aufhor on subjecfs 
such as foxhunting, sfeeple¬ 
chasing and sporfing arf. 
Refer was passionate abouf 
counfry life and field sporfs. 
As fhe former Direcfor of 
fhe Library, Refer played an 
integral role in fhe develop- 
menf and growfh of fhe 
organization and his leader¬ 
ship confinued fhrough his 
service on fhe Board. He 
was a fine genfleman, a 
respected colleague and a 
dear friend." 

Mr. Winanfs published 
fhree ofher books - 
Steeplechasing: The Complete 
History of the Sport in North 
America (2000), Foxhunting 
with Melvin Poe (2002), and 
The Sporting Art of Franklin B. 
Voss (2005). 

In 2003, he was married fo 
Mary Weeden Winanfs who 
shared his love of horses and fox- 
hunfing. Togefher, fhey boughf fheir 
home Sunnyside Farm in 
Recforfown, Va. 

Mr. Winanfs served as field mas¬ 
ter for George Ohrsfrom's privafe 
pack of foxhounds, Bafh Counfy 
Hounds, hunfed by Melvin Foe. He 
invited many people fo hunf wifh 
fhe pack including some who were 
encouraged fo foxhunf for fhe firsf 
time. 

Af fhe Maryland Hunf Cup, April 
25, Mr. Winanfs received fhe presfi- 
gious S. Bryce Wing Award for his 
exfraordinary confribufions fo fhe 
sporf of American sfeeplechasing. 

"Peter was fruly one of my heroes 
in life," said NSL Librarian Lisa 
Campbell. "He had a gracious and 
posifive affifude toward everyfhing 
he underfook fo accomplish. He was

President and CEO Nancy Parsons has announced her resignation from fhe 
National Sporting Library. Parsons has accepted the position of Depufy Director 
for Development at the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts in Richmond, Va. In this 
capacity. Parsons will manage and lead the development efforts for the museum 
including Capital Campaign, Major Gifts, Planned Giving, Corporate and 
Foundation Giving, Annual Fund, and Membership. 

Nancy Parsons was named President and CEO of the Library in 2005. During 
her tenure, new programs were established such as the John H. Daniels 
Fellowship, a research program that awards stipends 
and complimentary housing to scholars in residence 
at the Library. In its first two years, the Fellowship 
was awarded to 15 scholars, from all over America as 
well as Ireland, England and France. Another new 
program is the Public Lecture Series and Annual 
Symposium, offering a variety of popular lectures 
and educational opportunities for the public. 

Visitation and use of fhe Library has increased signif- 
icanfly as a result of fhese programs as well as art 
exhibitions such as Reflections on a Life with Horses: 

Paintings by Sir Alfred Mannings from the Paul Mellon 
Collection at the Yale Center for British Art. This exhibit 
was part of a collaboration of over 20 institutions in 
an international celebration of the centennial of Paul 
Mellon's birth. The Library will soon start construc¬ 
tion to convert Vine Hill, a historic house located next 
to the Library, for use as a museum of sporting art. An Exhibit Fund has been 
established for the National Sporting Museum, scheduled to open in late 2010. 

"It has been a privilege to serve the Library during this exciting period in its 
development. I am grateful for fhe opportunity to work with such a dedicated 
Board of Directors, a talented and enthusiastic staff, and so many generous indi¬ 
viduals who support the Library financially," said Parsons. NSL Chairman of fhe 
Board, Manuel Johnson, said "The Library looks forward to future involvement 
with Nancy and the Virginia Museum through collaborative exhibits and pro¬ 
grams." 

Parsons will leave the National Sporting Library in late August.

Horace Laffaye Investigates the 
History of Polo in U.S. 

Dr. Horace Laffaye, M.D., a leading expert on the history 
of polo, spent two weeks at the Library in May as the first 
John H. Daniels Fellow of 2009-2010. Laffaye is preparing a 
manuscript of a book. The History of Polo in the United States, 
for publication by 
McFarland and Co., 
in spring 2010. 

"No one really 
knows for sure who 
brought polo to Amer¬ 
ica," said Laffaye. 

"Established dogma 
is that James Gordon 
Bennett, publisher of 
the New York Herald, 
saw a game at 
Hurlingham in Eng¬ 
land, purchased some 
mallets, and brought 
them to the U.S." 

Bennett's first Amer¬ 
ican game was 
played in 1876, but other sources maintain that games 
occurred in Texas and Iowa prior to that date. 

Laffaye first played polo in his native Argentina, and trained 
as a surgeon in the U.S., where he was Chairman of the Dept, 
of Surgery at Norwalk Hospital. George Haas, whom 
Laffaye treated for a broken finger sustained while playing 
polo, urged him to get back into the game. Although he no 
longer plays, Laffaye has written seven books on the game, 
including El Polo Internacional Argentino (1989) and The 
Evolution of Polo (2009). 

Laffaye presented a roundtable on polo in art at the 
Library on May 6. He and his wife live in Southport, Conn., 
and spend the winters in Wellington, FI., where he serves on 
the Board of Directors of the Museum of Polo and Hall of 
Fame.
